2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Canova in view of Trinca discloses broadcasting multimedia data files during a video 
conference, Canova in view of Trinca does not disclose broadcasting by sending, the 
mixed video resulting from the mixing and coded according to said video coding 
standard in replacement of the video issuing from the video capture source of the 
sending device.
